Supporters Try to 
Reopen |-Hotel

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Four 
members of the Workers” Com- 
mittee toFightftor the Interrmation- 
al Hotel were arrested August 13 
by police for trespass， Bil Lee， 
Donald Wong,，Aggie Quon and 
Wendy Wong， were taken into 
police custody and booked after 
they climbed down a ladder to the 
first floor fire escape on the front 
of the hotel, and after unfurling a 
banner calling for the re-open- 
ing of the buildqing，began to 
address the crowd gathered across 
the street. Their arrest culminated 
an afternoon of demonstrations in 
Chinatown，and an _ attempt to 
march on the hotel and re-open 这. 

ARRAIGNED 

The four International Hotel 
defendants were booked at the 
Hall of Justice，and later released 
on their own recognisance. They 
were arraigned on Monday， 
August 15, and a date was set for a 
pre-trial hearing on Septem- 
ber 16. The four have requested a 
jury trial to decide the trespass 
Case. 

Riot Police， who had been on 
the scene since 10 a.m. Saturday 
morning，were clearly taken by 
Surprise when the four appeared 
on the fire escape at 2:00 p.m. 
and let 了 ly with a two-story long 
banner which called for the re- 
opening of the hotel.， For several 
minutes, the police were unaware 
that anything was happening be- 
cause from the vantage points they 
had taken up;they were unable to 
see the fire escape. Photographers 
alerted them as they moved 
forward to take pictures of the 
four demonstrators on the fire 
escape landing.

As the police assembled on the 
Jackson Street corner of the hotel， 
the crowd of about 250 demon-

What Taipei should be concerned with is its“actual' 
two-way relationship with Washington, andnot face-saving' 
letters of support which only look good on paper. Even 
Washington maintains an ambassador in Taipel, what good 
willit do when all actual ties are gone. 

We are certain that Secretary Vance is armed with con- 
crete and substantial items for discussion，and'not 'face- 
Saving”tactics，when he goes to Peking. Items such as

League Files

“The only question presented by 
this case is whether the University 
of California can utilize race as 
the determinative factor in the ad-

“Asians are still relegated to 
menial jobs, and face wage exploi- 
tation as well as racial and nation- 
al origin discrimination, - said 
Madge Bello of the Asian Law 
Caucus，The Caucus，a com- 
munity law office, called upon the 
FEPC to “take the initiative to 
reach out to those who have not 
been _ reached.” Bello said the 
FEPC should take aggressive steps 
to eliminate discrimination, rather 
than to wait for complainants to 
cometo the Commission . 

Evelyn Low of the Chinatown 
Resources Development ”Center 
told the Commissioners that dis- 
crimination in the jlarger job 
market directly contributes to the 
exploitation of immigrant workers 
in Chinatown. Many immigrants， 
unable to find work in their own 
industries and professions because 
of discrimination，are forced to 
take low paying jobs in China- 
town, 

The_ community organizations 
stressed that each group under the 
general classificatiori of “Asian” 
has particular needs and concerns. 
Sheri Mawili of United Pilipinos 
for Equal Employment told the 
Commission that Pilipinos have 
long been an “invisible minority， 
first lumped into the “other ”cate- 
gory，and then as “Spanish sur- 
name ”or “Asian.” Pilipinos are a 
distinct ethnic and cultural grouPp 
with particular needs and should 
be_ recognized as such,” said 
Mawili. 

OBSTACLE 

The Asian groups echoed testi- 
mony given earlier in the hearing 
by Latino and women's groups 
that the FEPC complaint Process 
is ineffective.“A major obstacle to 
the resolution of discrimination 
complaints is the FEPC's own Pro- 
cedure for handling them,”said 
Steve Owyang of CAA. “The 
complainant is Practically re- 
quired to prove his case before the 
FEPC Consultant will even file a 


formal complaint， Victims of dis- - 


crimination are therefore discour- 
aged from Pursuing their rights

“Of course，said Rojas, lifting al 
glass of beer， "this is a great 
relief,” 

QUALMS 

Yet Rojas，who slipped across 
the U.S.-Mexican border in 1973 
一 and has been back and forth a

qualms. 

What would happen to him at 
the end of five years? Will he 
against be subject to deportation， 
or will he be given permanent 
alien status? No one knows. 

And, though he will be required 
to pay regular payroll taxes whbile

to any of the social services those 
taxes pay for，such as Medicaid， 
food stamps or federal welfare. 


VENEER 
In th end, Rojas, and millions of 
others like him， may well 


concludethatthe Administration sS 
“solution ”to illegal aliens is a very 
mixed blessing, offering no funda- 
mental change but rather a veneerT 
of legality over a still trouble- 


some Situation ， 

The reason it will remain troub- 
ling，according to a number of 
respected economists who special- 
ize in immigrant labor, is that the 
“alien problem”lies deep in the 
structure of the U.S$，economy， 
which makes 让 profitable for cer- 
tain businesses to_nutilize illegal 
Workers. 

SYMPTOMS 

The immigrants themselves are 
mere symptoms of the problem . 

In fact,， many economists agree 
that illegal immigrant labor has 
been good for American business， 
particularly the so-called “secon- 
dary labor market, that section of 
the economy that provides low- 
paying，non-union employment， 
generally with sub-standard work- 
ing conditions and little job secur- 
ity. 

And, they also agree, the widely 
held notion that illegal aliens are 
“indigent” and a drain on the U.S. 
welfare system has little validity、. 

Economist_ David，S.， North， 
with _ cooperation of the U.S. 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service (INS)， recently inter- 
viewed 793 illegal aliens who had 
been picked up by the INS in 
major American cities， 

PAID 一 

He found they had worked in 
the U.S. an average of two-and- 
a-half years，and that 77 percent 


had paid Social Security taxes and 


73 percent had _paid federal 
income taxes, Nearly half had also 
paid for hospitajization insurance， 

In contrast, only 27 percent had 
used public hospitals or clinics and 
less than four percent had collect- 
ed one or more weeks of unem- 
ployment insurance，Only abonut 
four percent had children in U.S. 
Schools，only two percent had 
secured foot stamps and less than 
one percent had received welfare 
payments. 

North's findings concljuded that 
illegal alien workers actualIy con-

tribute more to the public welfare 
system than they take out of 让 . 

North also found that most of 
the illegal workers he interviewed 
had worked in “low-wage， 
low-skill， low-status jobs.” 
Twenty-four percent had been 
paid below the minimurm wage， 

PRODUCTIVE 

Their employers，he found， felt 
that illegal alien workers are more 
productive than ”domestic 
workers,，and that they are neces- 
saryto maintain or increase profits 
in small，labor:-intensive，highly 
competitive firms， 

The main problem of illegals， 
concluded North，is that they 
make it more difficult for low- 
skilled domestic workers to find 
decent paying jobs or to improve 
wages and working conditions in 
the non-unionized secondary 
labor market. 

WORSE 

Economist Michael Piore of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech-= 
nology agrees with Norths find- 
ings， But Piore argues that any 
policy designed to attack the sym- 
ptom 一 illegal aliens rather 
than the cause of the problem 一 
the structure of the labor market 


一 could make matters worse，not 
better， for all disadvantaged 
Workers. 

Piore， who has _ studied the 


secondary labor market in Boston， 
notes that fundamental changes 
began oceturring in the late six- 
ties. In the midq-sixties, he says, the 
majority of workers in the low- 
paid, non-unionized market were 
older immigrants ”and ”native 
workers，notably blacks from the 
Urban ghettos. 
CLASHES 

But by the late sixties，“these 
workers reportedqly became a good 
deal more difficult to manage. 
Clashes _ between employees and 
supervisors and among employees 
themselves become more fre- 
quent,”Ppartly as a result of the 
generally prosperous economy and 
rising worker expectations， 

But rather than_ improve the 
wages and working conditions， 
Boston secondary ermmployers be- 
gan to recruit a wave of immi- 
grant workers，legal and illegal， 
from Puerto Rico, Haiti, the Dom- 
inican Republic, Mexico and other 
Latin American countries， By

AMNESTY 

The Administration's proposed 
policy of granting 3a temporary 
and jlimited amnesty to these ) 
workers assures their continuing j 
availability, whbich in turn relieves 
Pressure on employers to improve 
wages and working conditions. 

The result is the institutionaliza- 
tion of the worst aspects of the 
labor market. 

When Piore asked a Boston tez 
tile manufacturer what he would 
do 让”“immigrants were no longer 
available,”he was told : 

“There will always be immi- 
grants to work for us, First there 
were Italians，and French Cana- 
dians, later there were blacks from 
the South. Now we have Puerto 
Ricans.“ 

“UNDERGROUND” 

Piore worries that a “crack- 
down”on illegal immigration， 
promised by Carter， will only 
drive the secondary labor marekt 
further underground.” 

“The aliens are willing to work 
for less，and their illegal status 
makes them powerless to complain 
about violations of labor statutes. 
The employer could clearly profit 
by paying less than the. minimum 
wages . . . by escaping legal health 
andsafety standards . . . and by 
avoiding federal income tax with- 
holdqing，social security taxes，un- 
employment insurance and work- 
mans compensation.” 

MIT political scientist Wayne 
Cornelius suggests another reason 
why such a crackdown may fail. 

DRACONIAN 

“The pressures (to migrate to 
the U.S，from Mexico) are SO 
intense . . . that most Mexican 
illegals are not likely to be deter- 
red，even by the most draconian 
restrictive measures, he says. 

Cornelius tells of one illegal 
who was picked up by the INS 
threetimes and was finally asked， 
“What can we do to prevent you 
from doingthis again?” 

Theillegal replied，Shoot me.” 

The awareness that structural 
changes in the U.S$. economy may 
be the only real answer to the 
“illegal alien crisis”has led some 
U.S. labor leaders to change their 
views on how to _ deal with the

Cesar Chavezs United FEarm -| 师 
Workers Union， which once | 
blamed illegals for sanitation 上 
problems，crime and low farm- | 
worker wages, is now actively re- 
cruiting jlljegal aliens into its 
membership . 

The AFL-CIO is campaigning 
for reform of the National Labor 
Relations Act in a waythatwould 
ct the redtape and cost of union 
organizing， This would presum- 
ably make it easier to organize the 
thousands of small work Places 
that make up the secondary labo 
market. 

-Until such fundamental changes 
occur, both here and in the under- - 
developed countries which pro- 
vide the aliens，many economists 
believe thetide of foreign workers， 
both legal and illegal，will contin- 
ue to swell.

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A Personal View of the 
Middle Road Philosophy

The middle road philosophy has 
played an important role in Chi- 
nese thinking. To be moderate in 
everything，whether in politics， 
religion，Pleasure，diet，or any- 
thing else, is a way of life. 

While the ancient Ying and 
Yang philosophy points out that 
everything in the universe divides 
into opposites: male and female， 
good and evil，assertive and pass- 
ive, the middqle road suggests that 
one can walk between the polar- 
ities. 

BALANCED 

Kung Fu students learn Prov- 
erbs such as “It is good to be 
neither high norlow.” 

When one learns moderation， 
one learns not to make too-much 
money 一 just enough to be com- 
fortable. One experiences sex，but 
he doesnt get hung up on 让 .He 
avoids being taken，but he also 
avoids being' a taker， When he 
asserts，he also yields. He doesnt 
talk excessively，he also listens. 


The opposing forces are balanced 


in amoderate person . 

The religions of China， es- 
pecially Buddhism， stress the 
middle road. Throughout life one 
is to _ avoid the extremes，The 
Western _ religions are different， 
with the emphasis on saints and 
sinners 一 the two extremes， In 
striving for sainthood，many fail， 
and become sinners， 

ULTIMATE 

Chinese “philosophers taught 
that 让 one has bad qualities，he 
would have to balance this with 
virtuous quajlities 一 让 not this life， 
then_ the next life. Lao Tzu has 
written: “If one is humble，he 
must have been arrogant before.” 


However，since most people are ， 


neither very good nor very bad, all 
they need to follow is the middle 
road to find ultimate Peace， 

Many'do not like the moderate 
- road and prefer the exciting road， 
but one must accept the conse- 
quences .让 he picks the exciting 
route，Many people go through 
life with very good fortune，bnut 
just as many people who go 
through life do so with misfortune. 
Thereis asaying，Out ofsuffering 
comes joy.”The corollary of this is 
probably，“Too much joy brings 
suffering.” 

Young people today experienc- 
ing pre-marital sex are finding

SIZZLINC 

Chinese are not well-known for 
having Passionate 1obe as portray- 
ed by Hollywood,， However，Ppsy- 
chologists remind us that there is 
only athin line spearating passion- 
ate love and passionate hate，and 
Hollywood lovers spend a lot of 
time hating each other，Tradi- 
tional Chinese- love， which at 
times seems more Spiritual than 
physical, has seldom been sizzlimng 
romances, but then, infidelity and 
divorces are never as high as with 
OuUIT Western counterparts， We 
Suspect that 7mmoderate loue and 
70Oderate jhate are much easier to 
control. 

Man's folly is that he doesnt 
understand the spiritual laws that 
govern the universe: Coming into 
the world，man wants to be a 
winner. He forgets that when one 
man wins，another has to lose. I 
he would like to experience the joy 
of winning，then he would also 
have to experience the other side 
of the coin 一 the agony of losing. 

One wonders 让 there is any 
escape from this action and 
reaction dilemmap 

Again, the middle road provides 
the answer，The Taoist Priest 
teaches, “Conduct your triumph 
like a-funeral”or “Do not con- 
tend.” 

ALTERNATIVE 

In religion，observe the differ- 
ence between the conservative and 
the liberal churches，The con- 
servative church's tendency is to 
see abortion and homosexuajity as 
evil and the liberal church tends to 
see them as all right, The middle 
road presents an alternative, when 
one sees them as neither good nor 
evil or sees them as good and evil 
at the same time，Abraham Lin- 
coln .once said，“If one goes 
through life looking for evil，he 
would surely find it,” suggesting 
that 计 one would search hard 
enough, he could find the good in 
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everything， 

Weare able to love and hate an 
idea at the same time，For exam- 
ple，most of the world hates 
Hitler, but sages and philosophers 
realize that there may be levels of 
forgiveness that the average man 
doesn't comprehend, So the sage 
hates the deeds (Hitlers)，but not 
the man， 

POLARIZE 

In the case of Anita Bryant 
versus the Gays，the traditional 
Chinese takes the middle road, not 
because he is apathetic， but 
because the middle road repre- 
sents another level of awareness， 
For example,there is a pointwhere 
the Gays assert themselves too far, 
There's also a point where Anita 
Bryant asserts herself too far (the 
sages remind us， “Judge 
not 一 unless” you ， want to be 
judged). Itshould never have been 
forced into a big issue to polarize 
the couritry. Each school is 
capable of firing or hiring a Person 
on his own merits. 

In politics， the conservatives 
and the liberals represents the two 
opposing forces，The two Parties 
are very essential 一 one upholds 
the traditional values while the 
other makes .changes. The 
moderates have several levels 
ranging from good to bad， They 
are bad when they are tthy- 
100sjhuy, i.e. they have no real con- 
victions，jumping on the band- 
wagon of the winning side，They 
are good when they have convic- 
tions of both 一 taking the best 
elements fromreach . 

Moderates realize that neither 
side has the complete truth, only a 
fragment of the truth. 

SUN 

Early interpretations of the Yin 
and Yang philosophy used the 
analogy of the sun shining on a 
mountain， 了 verything .on the 
sunny side was considered the 
Yang (active)，The shadow side 
was considered the Yin (Passive). 

With the current trend in the 
world, it appears that the sun is 
shifting to the other side of the 
mountain. All groups which have 
been on the passive side in the 
past，now become assertive，For 
example: the feminist movement， 
the gay movement, the gray pan: 
thers (senior ,citizens)， and the 
various minorities asserting them- 
Selves， 

Common sense tells us not every 
group in the world can' assert itself 
at the same time.

A new foreign 人 lm currently 
showing in San Francisco at the 
Bridge Theater underscores the 
difference between 下 uropean and 
U.S. flmmaking. The big Amer- 
ican studqdios are placing all their 
money and hopes on blockbuster 
films，with multi-million，dollar 
budgets andthe top directors, The 
only small films being made by 
U.9. studios are the car-wrecking 
Or gory _ exploitation American 
International films，Occasionally 
a Sylvestor Stallone Pries some 
money loose from a big studio and 
hits paydirt- with -a “Rocky,”but 
that's the exception rather thanthe 
rule， 

LIMITED 

In contrast;， the 下 uropean film- 
makers dont have the money to 
makethe$l0 million films, and by 
necessity Or by design，they are 
proficient in the production of 
films of limited scope. The Spanish 
film“Cria” is simPply the story of a 
young impressionable girl who is 
profoundly influenced by the 
death of her young mother. The 
girl (Ana Torrent) creates 3a 
malevolent fantasy World as a 
defense against her loneliness. 
Much of the film is from the 
childs point of view，and style is 
as important as substance，The 
film，unlike most American prod- 
ucts, assumes an advanced soOphis- 
tication on the part of the aud- 
ience. Ceraldine Chaplin， for 
example，Pplays the young girls 
mother and also plays the young 
girl later as a young woman, The 
double role is sometimes confusing 
andthe audience has to be alert to 
make sense of such subtleties. 

FAITHEFUL 

The film is absolutely faithful to 

the idea that childhood is a unique 


world where fantasy and reality 


are interchangeable and where 
hurts and joys are magnified in the 
childq's eyes.， Since there are no 
“formulas” in these European

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Have 
yoUuU ever felt cheated in a bus- 
iness transaction, the small, help- 
less individual on the wrong side 
of the stick? Have you been 
further frustrated by an inability 
to resolve the problem because 
you don't know where to go or 
what to do? Most people have 
had this experience - and the 
San Francisco District Attorney 
is trying to _ better the situation 
through its Consumer Eraud/ 
White Collar Crime Unit， Des- 
cribed by one Chinese American 
Hasting law student as a “sort-of 
catchall unit of the DA?s because 
wehandle the miscellaneous type 
of complaint the rest of the of- 
fice doesn't,” the unit is also 
distinguished by its pioneering 
in three Inethods of-citizen seT- 
Vice: 1) the use of up to 
thirty college and law students 
as mediators who resolve consu- 
Imer complaints; 2) the active 
recruitment and utilization of 
staff members bilingual in Chin- 
ese and Spanish; 3) and most 
recently，the use of a donated 
delivery van which，drives to 
different Parts of the city to 
take complaints. 

PROUD 


The Consumer Fraud Unit is 
justly proud of its delivery van， 
dubbed the Complaint-mobile. 
The original idea is attributed 
to consumer 处 oups who envi- 
sioned flieets of portable “city 
halls”driving around a city and 
helping citizens who find the 
normal，stationary government 
center inaccessible. Yet San 
Francisco is the first city to 
actually put the idea .into prac- 
tice，and even still its Planning 
and execution was elaborate. 
The Complaint-mobile is largely 
the result of private donations 
and government 外 ants; for ex- 
ample，it was painted a bright 
baby blue by Muni，and was 
originally donated by UPS. 


On August 11, the Complaint- 
Imobile made its first appearamce 
on Stockton near Washington in 
Chinatown, and although the ad- 
vance publicity was sparse，the 
Complaint-mobile was bristling 
with activity。A crowd gathered 
around the sign in Chinese ex- 
Plaining the unit's purpose。 All 
the Chinese language cormplaint 
forms that they hadbrought with 
them were eagerly picked up by 
consurmer inquirers。 Complaints 
taken ranged from a movie thea- 
ter to wage disputes to car 
warranties， 

The Complaint-mobile plans 
to return every other week to 
Chinatown and will next visit 
Stockton near Pacific on August 
24 fromelnana to52D5nsg TI 
addition，the Complaint-mobile 
will visit the heavily Chinese- 
populated areas of the Sunset; 
Richmond and Stonestown dis- 
tricts at least once a month. 
Even though the Consumer Fraud 
Unit does not handle all kinds of 
complaints they are very happy 
to refer people to the proper 
agency. 

MEDIATOR 


The _ Consumer Fraud Unit 
also _ maintains a large office in 
Room 320 of the Hall of Jus- 
tice，where people are invited to 
personally submit their com- 
Plaints。 To have the complaint 


. handledby the District Attorney， 


the cormplainant or the business 
or person complained about mnust 
reside or be located in San Fran- 
cisco。 Once this requirement is 
met and it is decided that the 
type of case is one to be handled 


within the unit, it is assigned to 
a mediator. 85 percent of all 
complaints are successfully re- 
solved at this stage，and in the 
first six months of 1977 almost 
$35,000 has been recovered for 
consumers，。，More corInplex cases 
may warrant a full-scale civil or 
criminal prosecution.

One .of the world's oldest 
but quickest calculators, the aba- 
cus，is having an American reVi- 
val at the University of Southern 
California. 

In the hands of an expert the 
abacus (Soroban in Japanese) is 
faster than Present-dqay electronic 
hand calculators，sald Dr，Leo 
Richards，a University of Sou- 
thern California professor of tea- 
cher education。 It is also an ex- 
cellent teaching tool，he said， 
since it brings to the students 3 
greater participation in Problem 
solving than mere paper and pen- 
cil， 

The abacus, whose beginnings 
can be traced to Pre-historic 
times，is、`series of rows of beads. 
The beads are strung on wires or 
bamboo strips and are moved up 
and down to do mathematics 
Problems, including fractions and 
decimals. 

USC is establishing a Soroban 
Curriculum Institute in its School 
of Education. To mark the event 
USC and the League of Soroban 
卫 dqucation of Japan will present 
aprogram beginning at 4:30 p.m， 
Saturday，Aug， 20. Featured 
will be approximately 50 stu- 
dents from the American branch 
of the league who will compete 
in mathematics problem solving 
with the abacus.
